Whoever will carefully examine these figures can scarcely 
fail to appreciate ihcir importance ana suggest! veness. 
Almost evco' line is an epic upon life insurance, and atmcst 
ever>' figure has the eloquence of a Demosthenian solicitor. 
As a complete confounder of those flij)prtnt critics who keep 
telling us, in the papers, what bottomles.<; pits all the life 
companies are, and how impossible is the hope of any 
returns of money therein dropped, nothing could be better 
than the above plain statement. And, if it were worth 
while to make it siilt more furcible and etTcctive, the thing 
Could be done by placing the figures in the ;oltowing 
shape:

Here we sec just what has become of the money which' 
according to ihc ncwsp-ipcr critics, ought to have either 
been all squandered in expense or spirited away beyond 
the reach of policyholders. This being a case, however, 
where the facts are altogether too strong for <hnide theorists, 
the latter must go to the wall. 

Of nearly $50,000,000 paid in by policy-holders, we find 
that 22.78 per cent, was repaid in the form of death-claims, 
and, by a curious coincidence, another 33-78 per cent, 
returned to chem as the amount of their payments in excess 
of the cost of insurance. So that the policy-holders are 
shown to have really received back nearly half the amount 
they paid in and their insurance besides. There seems to be 
small room for complaint here : and, as we happen to know, 
the insured rather incline to contemplate their connection 
with the company with considerable complacency. 

When we inquire further, we find that, of what remained 
of the premium receipts, nearly $23,000,000 is still required 
(and reserved most sacredly) as the reinsurance valuation 
of unexpired policies : and yet there are $4,000,000 left. 
The interest received and accrued upon investments during 
the twenty-five years, (over $10,000,000) has sufficed to pay 
60 per cent, of all the losses and expenses consequent upon 
operations extended through a quarter of a century. And, 
after all these years, a surplus is reported of $8,000,000) 
which may be either divided among the members or retained 
for their security against whatever contingency the future 
may have in store. 

The practical results of the life insurance scheme, as here 
exemplified, prove that the business is not essentially, nor 
necessarily one of mystery, contingency, or extravagance. 
We have shown that the insured themselves have received 
back, already, 45.56 per cent, of the premiums they paid, 
while a divisible surplus of 16 per cent, upon these premi- 
ums still remains. The business has been transacted at a 
ratio of expense which is exceptionally low, we admit, 
but which only .-ihows what judicious and economical ad- 
ministration can accomplish. The expenses, of management 
bear a r&lio of 11 per cent, to premiums, and only 9.35 to 
total receipts. The commisj^ions paid fur the procure- 
ment of ;^;.,o,ooo,ouo of premiunis average only 9.02 per ! 
cent The average rate of interest realized on invest- 
ments (exclusive of premium notes) is stated to be 8,21 
per cent. 

These figures need no elaborate comment from us; 
they must carry conviction to every intelligent, unpre- 
judiced mind, as to the soundness, practicability and 
beneficence of the scheme of life insurance. And 
by all the managers of our life companies, the pre- 
sentation of such a statement of what one company 
has done, should be made the incentive and the 
inspiration of earnest effort to place their own institutions 
upon an equally high plane. This is the manifest duty of 
every life underwriter ; and never more manifestly than now. 
In the light (or gloom) of recent failures, of wide-spread 
popular distrust, and of too general extravagance on the 
part of companies themselves, everybody connected with 
the business should recognize those beacons of warning we 
have so often setup; for, surely, in the face of such a record 
as that to whieh we have culled attention, many a company 
could hardly appeal to its past history in justification of its 
own right to live. 

But, whatever individual companies may do or neglect to 
do, we welcome this full autobiography of one of their num- 
ber, as being a sufficieia reply to all the attacks made upon 
life insurance, and as pointing out the path which every 
honest life manager should deem it a privilege to tread.

DECORATIVE ART. 

In the present number of The Akt Kevibv/, in the 
"Home Hints and Helps" department, appears a very 
suggestive article by ** U inconnite ," concerning "The 
Arrangement of Rooms," a subject which has occupied 
much attention on the part of those with whom a cheerful, 
attractive home is properly regarded as a matter of special 
importance.
